If someoneis injured on your property, can 
you make subsequent repairs to the property 
without fear that this will be used against you 
if the case goes to trial? Many landowners in 
this situation are reluctant to fix or alter the 
property where a guest has been injured 
because they feel this may demonstrate that 
there was negligence originally..As a general 

le in Illinois, evidence of subsequent repairs 
% not admissable to show prior negligence. 

In one recent case, a police officer slipped 
and fell on ice that had accumulated on a 
porch step at a residence. He fell on his back, 
and was eventually terminated by the police 
deportment for medical reasons. He eventual- 
ly filed suit against the landowner, alleging 
that he had® permanent injuries. which had 
resulted in substantial medical bills and lost 


— wages: 


At the time of the officer's fall, the house 


‘had’ one front porch step which was located 


directly beneath the slope of the porch roof. 
The porch roof had no guttering, and water 
dripped from the roof onto the step and froze. 


* Had. there been guttering, the water could 


‘have been diverted, and presumably the ice

would not have accumulated on. the step. 

Two years after the accident, the landowner 
made repairs ‘to the front step and. installed 
gutters for the porch roof..When the case 
came to trial, the plaintiff attémpted to in- 
troduce evidence of these subsequent repairs, 
including photographs of the house taken 
after the repairs were completed. The trial 
court excluded this evidence, and the jury 
returned-a verdict-in favor. of the landowner 
The injured police officer-appealed the deci- 
sion, and one Issue was whether the evidence 
of subsequent repairs was proper! 

The Appellate: Court affirmed the decision of 
the trial court and noted that eviderice of 
subsequent repairs is inadmissible to show 
prior negligence. Court emphasized that 
one reason for this rule was because the 
repair may merely be motivated by the lan- 
downer's desire to exercise the highest care 
and therefore not be an admission of 
negligence. The second reason why such 
‘evidence’ is inadmissible is because as a mat- 
ter of public policy “the taking of corrective 
measures shoujd not be discouraged by allow- 
ing evidence thereof.”

GC man’s truck takes first in Auto Show

GRANITE CITY — There is 
mofe than just personal satisfac- 
tion out of tinkering with old cars. 
Just ask Don Bellman. 

Bellman, 39, bought a 1949 
Chevrolet’ pickup truck three 
years for $1,000, and today he has 
a machine he wouldn’t sell for less 
than $10,000. And last weekend, 
the -truck took first place in the 
Conservative Early Pickup 
category of the 26th Annual Inter- 
national Championship Auto Show 
at ithe Cervantes Convention 
Center in St. Louis. 

“The truck’s’ not really -for 
salé,”’ said Bellman, who works 
for Tllinois Power in Granite City. 


“But if it was, I think the bottom - 


price I would put on it would be 
$10,000.-And I mentioned that at 


the show-last week and somebody 
said that would be underpriced.’” 

Bellman purchased the antique 
in April 1984 from Jamie Short of 
House Springs, Mo., after seeing 
an ad in Trading Times 
magazine. 

“When I brought it home.it just 
had a cab frame-and running 
gear,” Bellman said. “I cut that 
frame off and added a 1971 Trans 
Am subframe and a Pontiac 350 
engine, plus a Turbo 400 automatic 
transmission.” 

Bellman said there are “parts 
from around 10 different 
automobiles now in use on his 
truck. And although it’s a 1949 
model, it’s now ultramodern, with 
power steering, brakes and win- 
dows, electric doors and a tilt col- 
umn Steering wheel. 

Bellman had-a 1937 Dodge fully

Hunters take record 
number of ’86 deer 


Illinois. deer hunters killed “a 
record 36,059 whitetail during the 
1986 firearm season, wildlife 
biologists said following the second 
half of the season. Hunters took 9,200 
deer hunting the three-day 
December firearm hunt. 

The total exceeded last year’s 
deer kill by 4,370. 

Forrest Loomis, head of the deer’ 
program for the Department of Con- 
servation, said, “‘We expected more 
deer to be taken during the second 
half, but cold weather, in the nor- 
thern half of the state kept a lot of 
hunters home that weekend.” 

Pike County led the state, with 
1,491 deer taken. Madison County 
totaled 140 (101 and then 39). 

More than 93,000 firearm déer per- 
mits were issued for the 1986 hunt; 
more than one of every three 
hunters bagged a white-tailed déér! 

One hunter fatality was reported 
in Pike County during the second 
half of the firearm hunting season,
